About 1:3 0 o ’clock a man 
dressed in a 'blue shirt, flat sj.raw hat 
of medium size, abo-ut 30 years of 
age, stepr>ed in-tx> the bank and sta t­ 
ed that he hadi siome l>iJls and sil­

except Mr. W right’s brother, T. W. 
'Wrig'hit, who was working 
on 
the 
bo'o'ks, and C. M. Ho'ckin.g, an aged 
man who had been 'talking with the 
Wri'ght broithers relative

stranger th a t ihe did not have any
